Route 38. 
Widening 
project 
moving 
along

WILMINGTON - Sticking to his 
promise, State Representative 
James Miceli confirmed on 
August 4 that the Route 38 widen- 
ing project has been advertised 
and a potential bidder will be 
selected next month. 

Miceli said the $2.6 million pro- 
ject was advertised in Boston 
daily newspapers the last week in 
July. The proposal seeks to 
widen, redesign and resurface Rt. 
38 from Rocco's Restaurant to 
Middlesex Avenue. . 

According to Miceli, sealed pro- 
posals will be received until Sept. 
15 at 2 p.m., when bids will be 
opened. and the lowest bidder will 
be choserrfor the project. “It’s my 
job to press for an early construc- 
tion date,” said Miceli. “We want 

» an early starting date considering 
the weather.” 

Advertisement of the project was 
delayed for more than a year. The 
posting of the project was delayed 
until February, then March, April 
25 and finally, July 11. Miceli ex- 
plained that the Massachusetts 
Highway Department said a few 
things occurred that contributed 
to the delays. “The Massachusetts 
Area Planning Council, according 
to the Mass. Highway Depart- 
ment, hadn’t made Wilmington 
one of their priority projects. 
Then, the state hadn’t completed 
the land takings needed to widen 
the road,” said Miceli. “Finally, 
Mass. Highway didn’t feel the pro- 
ject was in line.” 

Once word reached Miceli on 
Friday, July 10 that the project 
was not on the priority list, he 
contacted state Highway Commis- 
sioner, Kevin Sullivan July 13, who 
put it back on the priority list. 
“Kevin Sullivan listened to me on

Monday and said he would get 
back to me. Later that day, he left 
word that the project would be 
done,” stated Miceli 

As the project seemed unlikely to 
happen, Miceli received some crit- 
icism from Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen Chairman and Demo- 
cratic state representative candi- 
date Michael Newhouse. “Jim 


Miceli: has led us to believe from 
day one that he could move this 
crucial project forward,” said 
Newhouse. “Despite what Rep. 
Miceli has been leading us to be- 
lieve, the state has not demon- 
strated any progress for more 
than a year.” 

In response to the comments, 
Miceli stated that he made a com-

Bacteria count still low

WILMINGTON - Silver Lake is 
continuing to test well after recent 
high counts of fecal coliform were 


discovered. 

Wilmington’s Public Health Di- 
rector, Gregory Erickson an- 
nounced on Aug. 4 that test results 

Tuesday, July 28 reveal that 
ie coliform counts at the lake are 
down to normal. “The count was 
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120 at baby beach and 70 at the 
town beach,” said Erickson. A 
count of 200 is the limit and clos- 
ing number. 

The good news comes after the 
lake had to be temporarily closed 
on two occasions due to high lev- 
els of féeal coliform. As defined 
in the Webster’s New World Dic- 
tionary, coliform is the aerobic 
bacillus normally found in the 


colon. It can come from people, 
geese or the high amount of rain 
we received. 

The beach was closed on July 10 
and 14. The counts for fecal col- 
iform per hundred milliliters on 
July 14 were as high as 260, 3,570 
and 1,680 at the town beach. The

Bad Air days on the decline

Since the Clean Air Act was 
passed nearly three decades ago, 
New England has made enormous 
progress making the air cleaner 
and healthier to breathe. Through 
a variety of efforts, we've slashed 
the number of unhealthy air days in 
New England from 55 days in 1980 
to just 13 days last year, We've 
made this progress during a time 
when the nation’s Gross National 
Product has more than doubled - 
showing that environmental pro- 
tection andeconomic prosperity can 
co-exist. 

Still, the recent spate of un- 
healthy “ozone” days is a stark 
reminder that New England’s air 
quality continues to be compro- 
mised - and that more work needs 
to be done to reduce ground level 
ozone, or smog. 

Less than halfway through the 
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Building Assistance program must 
be increased to meet local needs. 

Anderson said he plans to be a 
hands on state senator and work to 
solve many local issues that affect 
the communities in the district. 

“Whether it is water and sewer- 
age, or the NESWC trash-to-energy 
plant, better facilities to serve our 
seniors, and repairing our roads 
and bridges, I want to be a senator

Brad Bailey proposes new laws 


BOSTON - Saying that Massa- 
chusetts is not doing enough to com- 
bat domestic violence, Attorney 
General candidate Brad Bailey has 
proposed two new laws which, as a 
former prosecutor, he believes will 
finally “send the message that we 
are serious about ending domestic 
abuSe in Massachusetts.” 

Bailey's first proposal adds teeth 
to the state’s Assault and Battery 
statute (currently a misdemeanor 


- carrying a maximum sentence of 


two. and a half years in a House of 
Correction) by adding the new 
felony classification of “Aggrayated 
Assault and Battery,” which would 
be punishable by up to 10 years in 
state prison. 

“As a prosecutor in New York 


met the previous standard were 
found to cause significant health 
effects, including asthma attacks, 
breathing and respiratory prob- 
lems, loss of lung function and pos- 
sible long term lung damage. Given 
those findings, the EPA changed 


the ozonestandard froma one hour, 
.12 parts per million standard to an 
eight hour, .08 parts per million 
standard. 

The EPA also added daily and 
annual standards for small par- 
ticles in the air of 2.5 microns in 
diameter or less. The old standard 
for small particles, smaller than 10 
microns, is still in effect. 

Together, the newly updated air 
standards will prevent about 15,000 
premature deaths, about 350,000 
cases of aggravated asthma and 
nearly a million cases of signifi- 
cantly decreased lung function in 
children. 

The challenge now is to find 
ways to ensure that these public 
health protections will be achieved 
cost effectively, providing both 
clean air and continued economic 
growth. The EPA and the New 
England states have a number of 
major initiatives underway to 
achieve that goal. 

Last November, the EPA and 37 
states east of the Mississippi River 
unveiled a plan to reduce the sig- 
nificant: amount of “transported” 
air pollution that blows into the 
Northeastern states from the 
midwest and southern states. The 


"plan proposes that 22 states in the 


northeast and midwest reduce ni- 
trogen oxide (a contributor to ozone 
pollution) emissions by 35 percent, 
beginning in 2002. The cuts would 
come primarily from major power 
plants, which offer the most cost 
effective opportunities for reduc- 
ing pollution. 

Inaddition, continued reductions 
in motor vehicle emissions, pollu- 
tion prevention at industrial facili- 
ties and controls on utility and in- 
dustrial boilers are all needed to 
meet the new standards. 

Cutbacks in motor vehicle emis- 
sions are being achieved primarily

Massachusetts, Rhode Island and 
New Hampshire recently joined the 
growing number of states in the 
northeast that have legislative au- 
thorization to implement enhanced 
1 & M programs for curbing emis- 
sions from vehicles. The Massa- 
chusetts I & M program alone, which 
will be implemented next spring, 
will reduce smog causing pollution 
by up to 80 tons a day. 

In another move to curb motor 
vehicle emissions, the nition’s Big 
Three automakers and 10 foreign 
automakers will soon be selling cars 
that are 70 percent cleaner than 
federal law requires. Among the 
states where the ‘clean’ vehicles 
will be available later this year are 
Connecticut, Rhode Island and New 
Hampshire. The program will be 
offered nationally in 2001. 

While all of these programs will 
improve air quality, New England- 
ers need to be mindful that ground 
level ozone continues to be a prob- 
lem, especially in the summer, and 
that strenuous outdoor activities 
should be avoided when unhealthy 
air quality is predicted. Children 
and people with respiratory dis- 
ease are especially vulnerable to 
adverse health effects when ozone 
levels are high. * 

To find out when air is unhealthy, 
New Englanders can check the 
EPA’s World Wide Web informa- 
tion page on ozone and air pollution 
at www.epa.gov/region01/oms. The 
Website showsreal time color maps 
tracking smog levels from over 400 
air monitoring stations throughout 
the midwest and northeast, The 
EPA, in cooperation with state en- 
vironmental agencies, has. also 
launched a new program this sum- 
mer to notify summer camps and 
daycare facilities when ozone lev- 
els are unhealthy. The fax and e- 
mail service has been offered to 
nearly 1,500 camps and daycare 
centers in Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island and New Hampshire.

the cause of injuries she received. 

“Advocates who are doing great 
work to curtail domestic abuse re- 
peatedly tell me that one of their 
greatest frustrations comes in cases 
when the victim is suddenly un- 
available to testify against her 
abuser because of fear, threats or 
intimidation. This law changes the 
“Hearsay Rule” by giving the judge 
discretion to admit statements the 
victim has already given to others 
when the prosecution can show the 
victim has been intimidated out of 
testifying. It is another helpful tool 
to.bring domestic abusers to justice 
and allows us to stand up to bullies 
who try to ‘skate free’ on threats 
and intimidation,” Bailey said 

Bailey also repeated the pledge 
he made in his announcement 
speech that if elected, he would use 
the powers of the Attorney General's 
Office to step in and prosecute any 
domestic violerice case that local 
authorities ignore or mishandle. “If 
Iam fortunate enough to be elected 
as the state’s Chief Law Enforce- 
ment Officer, I’ll make sure that 
laws protecting victims from do- 
mestic abuse are strongly en- 
forced,” Bailey said. 

Bailey said Massachusetts must 
make anall out effort to end domes- 


tic violence, “just like we have done 
to curtail drunken driving.” “We all 
know that attitudes have changed 
about drunk driving and that has 
led to a reduction of tragedy on our 
highways. All this occurred because 
tough laws were enacted, law en- 
forcement made it a priority and 
citizens said ‘enough is enough.’ 
That's the same thing we must do 
now about domestic abuse. Every 
time I read a story in the newspa- 
per about a woman dying violently 
and needlessly, it breaks my heart. 
And as Attorney General, I am 
determined to put an end to domes- 
tic violence in our state. This much 
needed statute will go far towards 
making that goal a reality.”

Reading scores are indeed good 


Dear Editor: 

This letter is being written in 
response to an article which ap- 
peared in the July 29 Town Crier 
with the headline “Reading test 
results show need for improve- 
ment.” The article contains errors 
that are misleading to the Wilming- 
ton community. 

The lead states, “Results from 
the 1998 Iowa Test of Basic Skills 
reveal that Wilmington students are 
trailing behind students in reading 
throughout the state.” In fact, Wilm- 
ington third graders scored above 
the Massachusetts mean percentile 
ranking for total reading. The state 
scored at the 64th percentile; Wilm- 
ington students performed at the 
69th percentile. This means Wilm- 
ington students performed better 
than 69 percent of the students in 
the national norming group. This is 
a slight drop from last year’s 72th 
percentile ranking. 

When the Iowa scores are ana- 
lyzed in terms of the percentage of 
students who are categorized as 
“Advanced,” “Proficient,” “Basic,” 
and “Pre-Reader,” Wilmington stu- 
dents also perform well when com- 
pared to the state. Of our third

graders, 82 percent of our students 
performed at the highest of two 
levels, compared to 68 percent of 7 
Massachusetts students and 56 per- 
cent of students in the national 
norming group. Wilmington actu- 
ally increased the percentage of 
students in the top two categories 
from 79 percent last year. 

Although our students are read- 
ing better than third grade students 
as a whole across the state and 
nation, we are not satisfied with our 
scores. Principals and teachers are 
engaged in ongoing analysis of 
group and individual test results to 
make changes for individual stu- 
dents and for the elementary read- 
ing program as a whole. However, 
to provide misleading information 
to the public undermines its confi- 
dence in the school system and 
makes it more difficult for our edu- 
cators to do their jobs. 

I look forward to working with 
you to provide accurate informa- 
tion to the Wilmington community 
about its public schools.

that kind of experience,” Coakley 
explained. 

Coakley envisions the district 
attorney's office expanding its law 
enforcement capabilities, She 
wants to involve the office in cre- 
ating a wage enforcement unit 
that would give relief to victims. 
This would also give assistance to 
the wage enforcement division of 
the state attorney general's office. 
“If there is an employer, a con- 
tractor for instance in a particular 
area, who refuses to pay a pre- 
vailing wage and goes around the 
union wage, that’s a criminal vio- 
lation. That kind of investigation 
and prosecution can be done at 
the District Attorney's level,” said 
Coakley. 

‘To prevent juvenile crime, Coak- 
ley supports Community Based 
Justice, a program started by 
Reilly. “The program involves 
meeting every week with school 
officials, the assistant district at- 
torney, the probation officer and 
the police to talk about the kids 
who are in trouble or look like 
they may be in trouble to inter- 
vene before we have to lock them 
up,” she explained. “This is a 
great idea and something we 
should expand upon. The next 
step in a program like this is not 
just to identify the kids at risk, but 
to try and work with other agen- 
cies to have them provide servic- 
es, These services could be psy- 
chiatric counseling or working 
with children who have learning 
disabilities. That is where our 
money is best spent.”

Wilmington Company 
Charges filed in securities fraud 


BOSTON - A federal grand jury 
returned a superseding indictment 
on July 30, charging Robert Kuzara, 
a former director of Centennial 
Technologies, Inc. (Centennial) in 
Wilmington with conspiracy and 
securities fraud along with existing 
defendants Emanuel Pinez and 
Robert E. Lockwood. 

The 21 count Second Supersed- 
ing Indictment, like the previous 
indictment filed in October 1997, 
also charges Pinez, Centennial’s 
former Chief Executive Officer, 
with leading the scheme to defraud 
investors in Centennial stock, as 
well as insider trading and money 
laundering. 

United States Attorney Donald 
K. Stern and Barry W. Mawn, Spe- 
cial Agent in Charge of the Boston 
Regional Office of the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation, announced 
that the superseding indictment 
includes new charges involving 
Kuzara, Pinez and Lockwood. 

The three are charged with con- 
spiring to defraud investors in Cen- 
tennial stock by deliberately falsi- 
fying its financial statements as 
filed with the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission. 

Kuzara, 54, of Lynnfield, was a 
Centennial Director in 1994 and 1995 
anda member of the Audit Commit- 
tee of the company’s Board of Di- 
rectors. He also owned a large 
“amount of Centennial stock and 
stock options. The prior indictment 
returned in October 1997 charged 
Pinez, Lockwood and three other 


individuals. 

United States Attorney Stern also 
announced that he intends to move 
to dismiss all charges in that indict- 
ment against Robert Silva, a former 
Centennial sales manager and Vice 
President of Sales, whois notnamed 
in the indictment. 

The two remaining defendants, 
James M. Murphy and Bond D. 
Fletcher, have already pled guilty 
to charges in the first indictment, 
and thus are not named in the more 
recent indictment. 

Centennial, located in Wilming- 
ton, is a manufacturer of personal 
computer (PC) cards. PC cards are 
credit-card-sized devices that are 
inserted in PC’sto add memory and 
other capabilities. Centennial’s 
stock price fell sharply in February 
1997 after it publicly announced that 
its outside ‘auditors were examin- 
ing its recognition of revenue. 

In July 1997, Centennial an- 
nounced that it had written off mil- 
lions of dollars in revenue for the 
1993 to 1997 period as a result of that 
review. 

The newindictment charges that 
in 1995, Kuzara, along with 
Lockwood and Pinez, devised a 
phony transaction whereby Cen- 
tennial supposedly sold $2 million 
worth of inventory and accounts 
receivable toa new company called 
Information Capture Corporation 
(ICC). In fact, the indictment al- 
leges, the inventory had little value 
and the accounts receivable were

old and of doubtful collectability. 
The defendants used the transac- 
tion to create $1 million in fictional 
revenue and avoida loss that would 
have resulted from writing off the 
accounts recefyable. 

Kuzara and Lockwood are 
charged with actively deceiving 
Centennial’s outside auditors into 
believing that the relatively worth- 
less inventory and accounts receiv- 
able were worth millions of dollars. 
The indictment alleges that Kuzara, 
along with former Centennial Chief 
Financial Officer James M. 
Murphy, fabricated documents to 
provide to the auditors to convince 
them of the validity of the sale. 

The indictment also alleges that 
Lockwood, on behalf of ICC, paid 
hundreds of thousands of dollars to 
Centennial in payment for the phony 
transaction, but only after Pinez 
had secretly provided the money to 
other Lockweod controlled compa- 
nies. Lockwood is charged else- 
where in the indictment with mak- 
ing similar payments for phony 
sales transactions after Pinez had 
wired him the funds from Pinez’s 
personal brokerage accounts. 

The SEC is conducting a parallel 
investigation, and has cooperated 
with the criminal investigation. 

The case is being investigated 
by the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion and is being prosecuted by 
Assistant U.S. Attorneys John J, 
Falvey, Jr. and Victor A. Wild of 
Stern’s Economic Crimes Unit.

A good-bye 
in Wilmington 

“Have the geese in town been 
encroaching on your space?” 
asks the “Wilmington Town 
Crier.” 

“Do they appear to be multi- 
plying in uncontrollable num- 
bers? To help alleviate these 
problems, the Wilmington Board 
of Selectmen initiated a popula- 
tion control program, according 
to Chairman of the Board 
Michael Newhouse. 


“One aspect of the aggressive 
program is the egg-shaking 
method. Rather than removing 
or breaking the goose eggs, biol- 
ogists are carefully shaking the 
eggs found on town land to 
destroy the developing embryos. 
‘If a person takes or cracks the 
eggs, the geese will just lay 
more eggs. Shaking and leaving 
the eggs keeps the geese from 
replacing them) explained Ellie 
Horwitz, a spokeswoman for the 
state Division of Fisheries and 
Wildlife. 

“Newhouse said the egg shak- 
ing is only one piece of the puz- 
zle. ‘We're thinking about run- 
ning a fence along the water 
line at Silver Lake,’ stated 
Newhouse. ‘We also use scare 
tactics, such as loud noises. But, 
the egg shaking is the biggest 
control method? 


“Additionally, the town also 
passed an anti-feeding bylaw at 
‘Town Meeting. A person can be 
fined $10 for feeding a goose or 
duck in Wilmington. 


“Newhouse said the geese 
problem was recently brought to 


the Board of Selectmen's atten- 
tion at one of their meetings. 
Town Manager Michael Caira 
was then notified of the issue. 
“According to Wilmington’s 
Public Health Director Gregory 
Erickson, Caira:contacted him. 
‘The Town Manager asked me if 
I could investigate a group of 
solutions to help with the prob- 
lem,’ said Erickson. Around 
March, Erickson stated he con- 
tacted the US Department Of 
Agriculture for technical assis- 
tance on the shaking program. 


“Horwitz said the state’s resi- 
dent Canada geese population, 
which are the geese residing in 
Wilmington, has significantly 
grown over the years.”
